operational/ production /marketing history 
before liberation of Goa ( 1961) as testified by 
the local people / knowledgeable local experts 
and where available , supported by published 
documents / product samples / ethnographic / 
museum displays, and which do not exclude 
rejuvenated / revived TB and TO at any point 
of time after liberation . 


(b ) They are small scale production or 
service units and , as such , they promote 
much needed decentralization of the 
economy of Goa , and are environment 
-friendly . 


(b ) Government means The Government 
of Goa . 


( c ) They have provided employment 
to a large number of people of Goa 
from times immemorial, and have , even 
today, growing employment potential. 
Considering this important role being 
played by these occupations /businesses , 
there is pressing need to conserve the 
traditional knowledge and skills associated 
with these occupations /businesses and 
empower the people engaged in these 
occupations/businesses by way of positive 
measures to enable them to face the severe 
competition from mass - produced , machine 
-made and globally marketed products . 


(c ) Accreditation means Approving the 
application made in a prescribed format by 
an individual engaged in the traditional 
occupations /businesses in Goa , to be the 
beneficiary of the present Scheme, after the 
same being screened and authenticated by 
the Village Panchayat /Municipal Council/ 
/Municipal Corporation and duly certified by 
the Council . 


( d ) The Council 

Council means Goa State 
Traditional Occupations Accreditation 
Council (GSTOAC ), a body constituted by the 
Government of Goa vide Notification 
No. 82-6-07-08 - SDB / 791 dated 2nd May, 2011. 


(e ) The Scheme means The Scheme for the 
protection and promotion of traditional 
occupations /businesses in Goa . 


( d ) They have been the sources and 
means of livelihood of the weaker sections 
of the society , particularly of the 
downtrodden and tribal people in Goa . It 
is , therefore , incumbent upon the 
Government to safeguard their right to 
livelihood by protecting and promoting 
these occupations/businesses in Goa . 


( f ) Beneficiaries means Accredited 
Beneficiaries (AB) of the Scheme for traditional 
occupations /businesses . 


( e ) They are the symbols of the cultural 
heritage of Goa and , therefore , their 


(g ) GOENCHEM DAIZ YOJANA means The 
Scheme for the protection and promotion of 
traditional occupations /businesses existing in 
Goa from times immemorial, and practiced 
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by the people of Goa as a means of their 
livelihood . 


(f) The applicants income at the time of 
making application for availing benefits 
under the Scheme shall not exceed Rs. 1.5 
lakh (Rupees one lakh fifty thousand only ) 
per annum from all sources. 


4. Target Group and Eligibility.— (i) Target

the Schedule " A " of this Scheme. Changing 
of family status after marriage will not 
disqualify the applicant for availing the 
benefits under this Scheme, provided 
he / she fulfils the eligibility criteria . 


5. Mode of application.— The application 
for accreditation and registration under this 
Scheme and , also , for availing the benefits 
under the Scheme, shall be made in a 
prescribed form , and shall be submitted to 
the concerned Village Panchayat/Municipal 
Council / Corporation as the case may be. The 
local body , as above , shall examine the merit 
of the case in consultation with at least two 
members out of three members Local 
Authentication Committee (LAC ) appointed 
by the Gram Sabha /Municipal Council / 
/Corporation and shall recommend the same 
to the Director of Social Welfare , who in turn 
shall place the application before the Council 
for deciding on granting accreditation , 
registration and benefits under this Scheme.

traditional producers and artisans to market their 
goods and services in such traditional markets . 
The Village Panchayats should pass a resolution 
through Gram Sabha and submit their proposals in 
this respect , to the Council. The proposal shall be 
supported with the documents showing 
availability of land for the said purpose . 

( vi) Under Apprenticeship / Training Scheme 
training grants would be provided to the skilled 
people in their respective traditional occupations/ 
/businesses , who wish to impart their traditional 
skills to new recruits leading to self - employment 
after submission of detailed training proposalwith 
training schedule , to the Council . The quantum of 
financial assistance would be fixed after looking 
into the merit of each proposal. Training grants 
would also be given to the registered NGOs which 
wish to undertake traditional skill development 
programmes as approved by the Council. The 
quantum of financial assistance would be fixed 
after looking into the merit of each proposal. 

( vii) Financial assistance to the High Schools , 
Higher Secondary Schools particularly in rural 
areas and Colleges /University in Goa, to encourage 
them to form Traditional Occupations Study Centres 
with the specific purpose of undertaking surveys , 
documentation , awareness activities , exhibitions 
etc., in order to engage the young generation in 
the movement to protect and promote traditional 
occupations/businesses in Goa. The quantum of 
assistance will be fixed on the basis of the merit of 
each proposal, subject to the minimum limit of 
Rs. 2,500 /- (Rupees two thousand five hundred only ) 
for High Schools /Higher Secondary Schools and 
Rs. 5,000 /- (Rupees five thousand only ) for Colleges/ 
/University per year. The project/activity will be
